DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 6/1/09 has been entered. Examiner acknowledges 
claims 1-10, 12-19, 21-26 and 28-36 are cancelled. Newly admitted claims 37-61 have been 
entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1 , 20, 27 and 37-61 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Fairbairn et 
al (US 6,573,030 Bl) discloses a method for processing a substrate in a processing chamber, 
comprising: forming a dielectric material layer (Figure 2B, reference 202) on a surface of the 
substrate (Figure 2B, reference 200); depositing one or more amorphous carbon layers consisting 
essentially of hydrogen and carbon on the dielectric material layer (Figure 2B, reference 204) by 
a process comprising: introducing a processing gas comprising one or more hydrocarbon 
compounds without containing silicon and an argon carrier gas (column 5, lines 62-65; Figure 
2B); generating a plasma of the processing gas by applying power from a dual- frequency RF 
source (column 6, lines 12-18); etching the one or more amorphous carbon layers to form a 
patterned amorphous carbon layer (Figure 2D, reference 204) and etching feature definitions in 
the dielectric material layer corresponding to the patterned one or more amorphous carbon layers 
(Figure 2E, reference 202). However, Fairbairn et al does not disclose depositing an anti- 
reflective coating on the one or more amorphous carbon layers; depositing and patterning resist 
material on the anti-reflective coating; and etching the anti-reflective coating prior to or

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concurrent with etching the one or more amorphous carbon layers as described in independent 
claims 1 and 27 and in the context of their recited processes along with their depending claims.
